Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of claiming the benefit under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) of United States 
provisional application, 60/451,085 filed 2/28/2003 and is a division of 10/750,571 filed 
12/30/02003 Patent No. 6,935,558 Which Claims Priority from Provisional Application 
60/437,636 Which Claims Priority from Provisional Application 60/437,637. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of the Preliminary Amendment filed February 27, 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1, 45, and 56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Peebles (US 6,557,757B1) in view of Haneda et al. (US 5,172,903). 
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Re claims 1, 45, and 56, Peebles discloses a media cassette (10) for a self-service 
terminal (SST, particularly automated teller machines (ATMs)) comprises a body (20) for 
receiving media to be dispensed in the form of a bundle of media (12) having end faces and side 
faces. At least one movable guide member (16, 17, 18, 19) is provided for locating the media 
within the body (20) and for engaging a respective side face of the media bundle (12). The guide 
member (16, 17, 18, 19) is urged towards the respective side face of the media bundle (12). 

However, Peebles is silent about the cassette including an adjustable rail system. 

Haneda et al. disclose a sheet feed cassette for holding various sizes of sheets to be fed to 
an image recording apparatus in a feed direction. The cassette comprises a first casing having a 
sheet placement area, and a second casing slidably connected to the first casing for expanding the 
area. The first casing is detachably mounted on the image recording apparatus. The groove 
portion 161C and 161D are holding rack gears 167 A and B and provides a railing function and a 
cap respectively. The rack gears are operatively connected to another rack gear 1 70 providing a 
spacing function. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to have incorporated the cassette for holding various sizes of 
media as taught by Haneda et al. into the teachings of Peebles for the purpose of handling 
currency with various dimensions. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 62-73 are allowable. 
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7. Claims 46-55, and 57-61 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
none of the cited prior arts of the record discloses, teaches, or fairly suggests the claimed 
apparatus and method comprising, among other things, a first rail assembly including a rail, cap, 
and at least one spacer, a second rail assembly including a rail, cap, and at least one spacer, 
where the first rail assembly and the second rail assembly differ in size and the method of 
fastening together the rail and the cap of the cassette. 

Conclusion

disclosure. 

Chang (US2003/0227127A1) discloses a paper cassette comprising a loading size 
adjustment device.
